In  fact  the  frigate  liird 
can  easily  and  almost  without  the  Map  of  the 
wing,  not  only  maintain  herself,  hut  also  fly 
with  a  "peed  of  nearly  a  hundred  miles  an 
hour.  The  spread  of  ihc  wint;s  e.xlendcd 
varies  between  eleven  and  thirleen  feel.
